CHATTANOOGA, Tenn. Oct. 21.— 
The only thing that 
is 
w orrying 1 
ihe officials of the Confederate re-, 
union committee now is the possi­ 
bility of a railroad strike on the I 
evening of October 30 and even that 
should not prevent the attendance 
of all 
people in the Confederate 
zone of the country upon the re­ 
union. All of the committee’s prep­ 
arations to entertain a large crowd 
of people are about completed, and 
ih e hope is entertained that fear of 
a 
railroad 
strike 
will 
not 
deter 
any who have made their arrange­ 
ments to be in Chattanooga upon 
the reunion occasion. 
The committee, in the first in­ 
stance, does not believe there will 
be a strike, but even if there is ev­ 
ery visitor can leave Chattanooga 
as late as October 2K, the day aft­ 
er the reunion closes, and reach 
their homes before the strike be­ 
gins. They can travel from C hat­

in 24 hours; from Chattanooga to

Hence it a p ­ 
pears positively sure that no visi­ 
tor to the reunion is in the least 
danger of becoming stranded even 
if the strike materializes on sched­ 
ule time. 
The railroads have made public 
their reunion tariff sheet, provid­ 
ing for the purchase of round trip 
tickets for the reunion 
occasion. 
The price of tickets from all sta­ 
tions to Chattanooga is printed in 


the tariff in bold figures so that 
there can not possibly be any mis­ 
understanding about either the cost 
of tickets or the privilege of buying 
round trip passage.

Chicago Coach Sends Eleven 
Against Princeton Saturday 
With New Stuff in Football 


(Sjr the Associated Press) 
CHICAGO, Oct. 21.— It is 30 odd 
years from 
the days that Coach 
Amos Alonzo Stag:: played football 
against 
Princeton 
until 
tomorrow' 
when he sends his University of 
Chicago „• eleven 
against 
his 
old I 
rivals. 
The intervening years have 
made him the oldest football coach 
in the country. In all this time hiSj 
i i rat aim on the gridiron has been, 
to “make men.” 
"With the right sort of coaching J 
you can make men faster on the 
football 
field 
than in 
any other 
sport,” said Coach Stagg in looking 
back over his 
three 
decades 
of 
coaching just before taking his team 
east. 
“ Football is a glorious game. It 
calls for the highest in courage and 
sacrifice, for the good of the school 
and to win. It is a vigorous game 
and in certain sense it is to the 
glory of football that men will play 1 
the game in spite of injuries that 
quite often do come. 
“One of the chief developments 
of the past 30 years is a recognition 
of the worth of football and of ath­ 
letics. The w'ar also has helped to 
make people see that they are worth 
j while in developing our boys physi­ 
cally, mentally and morally. 
“ Football 
coaches 
have 
greatly 
Improved In ideals. There are many 
more of them today who see the 
real value of the sport. Some still 
are to be found who reverse its 
benefits by trying to win at any 
cost 
who play the game crooked­ 
ly, who set false 
ideals 
before 
their players, who encourage foul 
tactics and bad sportsmanship. 
“ We shall never get 
the 
best 
g ra d e of coaches, in my Judgment, 
until the coach is made a member 
of the faculty. He needs to be set 
above the necessity of immediate 
winning of games. He needs to have 
the ideals of 
an 
educator. 
He 


should 
not 
have his job depend 
solely on winning teams. 
I think 
this has been the cause of much 
of the poor tactics some coaches 
have employed.” 
Coach 
Stagg 
himself 
strikingly 
illustrates the revolution that has 
taken place in the coach's position 
in the college world, for he was 
the first coach to be made a mem­ 
ber of the faculty of his institution. 
When he was invited to come to 
the 
University of Chicago at its 
opening in the fall of 1892, he w'as 
made, at his own request, head of 
its department of physical culture 
and athletic*. Up to that time col­ 
lege athletics were entirely separate 
from 
physical education 
and 
the 
University of Chicago was the first 
college to co&ibine the two under 
a department. This department al­ 
so took over the management and 
coaching of the university’* athletic 
teams. Until "then 
an 
collegiate 
sports had been managed and con­ 
trolled by the students. 
Stagg was Yale’s great pitching 
star from* I SKH - to 1890, tin* win­ 
ner of five beeball championships. 
He was also adfected on Camp’s All- 
American football team of 1889. En­ 
tering the Springfield. Mass., Y. M. 
C. A. College in Autumn of 1890, 
he really started his coaching there.

college 
had 
never 
before 
had 
a 
football 
team 
and 
Stagg 
started to build one, succeeding so 
well that at the end of the season 
it 
was 
able4* bo 
schedule 
games 
with 
Yale 
apii Harvard 
for 
the 
next year. He played football there 
1 these two years, and also organized 
the college's first baseball team. 
This makes Coach Stagg’s actual 
I coaching record 32 years long, and 
i In 
continuous 
service. 
This year 
marks his 30th football season at 
the University of Chicago—a re- 
I cord unique in length and contin­ 
uity at the same institution.

This is shown 
b> th* fact that 95 American ves­ 
sels entered this port in 1920, as 
compared to only 20 vessels enter­ 
ing here in the previous year. In

three.

A silver increase is shown in tho 
number of American ships passing 
I through the Suez 
Canal. 
In the 
years 1913 and 1914 no such pas­ 
sages were recorded but in 1920 the 
the number had reached 152 Ameri- 
(can vessels. 
, 
I . S. Opens Foreign Office. 
In consequence of this increase, 
the United States Shipping Board 
has opened 
offices at 
Alexandria 
Sand Port Said and the state depart­ 
ing ut at Washington has establish­ 
ed a consulate at Port Said. Amer­ 
icans have 
organized 
firms 
as 
agents and contractors for American 
| ships. 
The increase In the trade between 
America and Egypt has led to tho 
creation of a regular steamship ser­ 
vice between these two countries. 
It is beginning to be understood 
I here that American exporters have 
learned that without this steamship 
service their 
business 
Is at the 
mercy of foreign shipping interests 
and that it is essential to the Am­ 
erican exporter to favor, without 
coddling, the ship flying the Am­ 
erican flag. 
Americans here say that the Am­ 
erican steamship service cannot be 
maintained unless American ships 
can obtain a fair share of the only 
important cargo from Egypt, namely 
cotton. 
It Is felt here that American ship­ 
ping circles do not properly appre­ 
ciate the significance of the Suez 
Canal as a convergence point in 


J the world’s traffic. The British, on 
the other hand, have not failed to 
note its importance. They have con­ 
solidated their interests in shipping 
in the hands of a few' powerful 
English firms sn that English ships 
loading at any eastern or western 
port 
can safely accept cargo for 
any destination and use Port Said 
to their great advantage as a point 
of transhipment. 
America Crowded Out. 
Complaint 
has been 
made that 
heretofore American shippings inter­ 
ests have been handled by foreign 
and 
rival concerns 
which 
have 
other interests to consider before 
those of American vessels. It has 
been 
urged 
that 
until 
American 
ships at the Suez Canal 
are in 
American hands which have the in­ 
centive and feel the necessity of 
building up a transhipment business, 
Americans cannot secure a grip on 
the huge freight traffic through the 
Suez Canal. 
Importers and exporters here who 
have been endeavoring to build up 
American foreign trade say there 
are three services of fundamental 
importance which must be developed

be accomplished.
